General Round Up of Draft Slackers to 


(EXCLUSIVE 
April 27:—The 
sovernment is about to start a great 
round-up of draft evaders and de- 
ferters who are to be tried and pun- 
ished as fast as apprehended. 

Final separation of the sheep 
from the goats among all these de- 
linquents, who, having failed to re- 
port at camps in answer to their 
ealls under the draft, have been au- 
tomatically classed as deserters, will 
be completed by, the Provost-Mar- 
sha!l-General's office within the next 
three weeks, and the result reported 
to the Adjutant-General. 

So careful have 
in charge to avoid injustice and aft- 
er patnstaking investigation in each 


case the delinquents have been 
classified under fifteen different 
headings. In the case of men fall- 


ing within fourteen of these classi- 
fications the report will be accom- 
fanied by a recommendation that 
the charge of desertion be canceled. 
The fifteenth will be the “real’’ list 
of deserters, the men whose names 
appear upon it being those for Whom 
no reason or excuBe has been pre- 
rented or discovered, 

Inc'nded in the fourteen clagses 
of cases tn which ft will be recom- 
mended that the charge of desertion 
be removed are men who, after the 
first registration in June and before 
December 15. 1917, enlisted in any 
branch of the Urited States Army, 
navy, marine corps, or in the serv- 
ice of the United States, “branch 
unkneown:” those who enlisted in 
any Aliled army; men technically in- 
ducted through error; men who re- 
ported and were sent to camp after 
“desertion.” those who were induct- 
ed and later found to be entitled to 
reclassification: those found to be 
physically diequalified and  dis- 
charged by camp commanders; men 
who were in process of induction 
‘into the service at the time the 
armistice was signed, and men who, 
after having been reported as de- 
zerters. had presented themselves to 
their ‘ocal boards and whose cases 
had not been completed when the 
armistice was signed; alien enemies, 
and men who have died since the 
charge was entered their 
names. 

The “real deserters” on t- 
teenth list will be reported to the 
Adjutent-General and their names 
and dascriptions furnishd to State 
and Federal police officers, who. may 
arrest them without warrant. A re- 
ward of $50 ia payable for the ap- 
prehension and delivery to military 
contro: of each draft deserter physi- 
cally qualified and whose offense is 
found to have been willful.

10 men who, in violation of our laws, 
joined the fighting forces of our Al- 
es, no man whose failure to an- 
wer his draft call can be satisfac- 
tortly explained on this ground need 
worry about his reception if he will

According to the report of the 
Provost-Marehal-General, there 
were, up to December 20, 1918. 474,- 
861 reports of desertion, more than 
11,839. of which were found to be 
unexpiainabie. Ot the 863,022 net 
reported deserters, 67,838 have been 
reported to have been apprehended 
or their cases otherwise locally dise- 
posed of, leaving 295,184 then 
large. This number has since been 
reduced by those who have sur- 
rendered or been apprehended, and 
will be still further ‘reduced under 
the process of elimination attending 
the final classification.

Certain communities formerly be- 
longing to the- Turkish empire have 
reached a stage of development 
where their existence as inde- 
pendent nations can be provisionally 
recognized subject to the rendering 
of administrative advice and as- 
sistance by a mandatory until such 
time as they are able to stand alone. 
The wishes of these communities 
must be a principal consideration in 
the selection of the mandatory. 


Other peoples, especially those of 
Central Africa, are at euch a stage 
that the mandatory must be re- 
sponsible for the administration of 
the territory under conditions which 
will guarantee freedom of con- 
science or religion subject only to 
the maintenance of public order and 
morals, the prohibition of abuses 
such as the slave trade, the arms 
traffic and the liquor traffic and the 
prevention of the establishment of 
fortifications or military and naval 
bases and of military training of the 
nations for other than police pur- 
poses and the defense of territory 
and will also secure equal oppor- 
tunities for the trade and commerce 
of other members of the league.

TALIANS ALONE 


IN CONTROVERSY 


Signatories of London Treaty 
Stand with Wilson. 


Fiume Considered Outside of 
Obligations Incurred. 


President is Center of Surging 
Current of Opinion.

PARIS, April 27.—The most im- 
portant development in the Italian 
erisis is the disclousure that Pre- 
miers Lloyd George and Clemenceau 
had given Premier Orlando a state- 
ment, prepared by Mr. Balfour, 
which, generally speaking. sus- 
tained President Wilson in the po- 
sition he assumed in the statement 
at which Italian delegates took of- 
fense. 

The Balfour communication says 
that Great Britain and France in- 
tend to adhere to their obligations 
in the Treaty of London If Italy ad- 
heres to hers; but as the treaty in- 
ferentially gave Fiume to Croatia it 


would be inconsistent for Italy to 
get Fiume as well as the territorial 
concessions for which the treaty 
provides. 

It is evident that if Orlando pub- 
lishes the Balfour statement, the 
Italian people will see that the oth- 
er signatories of the Treaty of Lon- 
don stand generally with Mr. 
son. It is understood that the Al- 
lied Powers have offered Italy an 
increase of economic aid if she 
abandons her Fiume claim. 

A disposition has been shown in 


impression conveyed that Lloyd 
George approved President Wilson's 
statement. The British Premier, it 
was explained, saw the statement on 
Sunday and regarded it purely as 
an exposition of the American po- 
sition. Mr. Lloyd George did not 
know, it was said, that President 
Wilson intended to publish it so 
soon and it was intimated that he 
felt that it would have been better 
to postpone its publication until 
efforts had been made to reach an 
understanding with Italy. 
BOTH APPROVED. 


The American response to these 
assertions is, that while controversy 
with the British is deprecated, the 
fact remains that both Lloyd George 
and Clemenceau approved the Presi- 
dent's explanation of the Fiume sit- 
uation. 

President Wilson finds himself in 
a surging current that sways this 
way and that in the turbulent stream 
of interfiational politics. A few 
months ago he was acclaimed by the 
Italian people as the “God of 
Peace, France gave him a welcome 
such as had not been accorded to 
any foreign visitor, with the possibile 
exception of Edward VII. Today 
he is reported to be extremely un- 
popular in Italy: in France his 
critics are many. 

What does it all mean—this ap- 
parent change of sentiment toward 
the man who. was welcomed in the 
old world as the genius with the 
magic lamp that would prevent the 
recurrence of the horrors of war? 
Some people will tell vou that it is 
the outcome of the selfishness of the 
French and Italian politicians— 
they wanted everything in sight. in 
defiance of principle. and Wilson 
stood in their way. Others say that 
the President has carried his ideal- 
ism to the height of absurdity—that 
he fails to see the stern realities 
confronting Europe and has become 
an apostle of impracticability. There 
are sOme less reasonable who see in 
the President's attitude solicitude 
for the prostrate enemy. 


SHOWDOWN. 


The President's part in the Italian 
crisis has brought matters to a show- 
down. His course in issuing the 
public statement, which was gen- 
erally construed as an appeal to the 
Italian people over the head of their 
government, gave the Italian nation- 
alistic leaders a new excuse to with- 
draw from the Peace Conference. 
All the blame for keeping Italy from 
getting Fiume by the grace of her 
allles is now placed on the Presi- 
dent of the United States, perhaps 
not quite all, for unkind things were 
said of England in the course of the 
demonstrationg in Rome. 

Willson is the storm center of the 
world. Few here are willing to risk 
a definite prediction as to the out- 
come of the Italian situation but 
there are many who subscribe to the 
broad suggestion that if the Presi- 
dent adheres to the principles he has 
enunciated he is bound to win and 
achieve his ambition to make the 
world a better place to live in. 

While demonstrations, aimed more 
or less. directly, at the President, 
are taking place in Italy, there is 
still some doubt whether the Italian 
peaple as a mass are aroused against 
him. Above everything else. the 
Italians want peace. There is ex- 
pectation in some quarters that as 
soon as the present 
over thie desire will reassert itself 
and the people will begin to heve 
doubts whether it is worth laying 
the foundation for enmities by keep- 
ing Fiume. 

— POLITICIANS INSECURE. 

When the President was in Italy, 
the story ran that the pesants were 
burning candles in front of his pic- 
tures. He was carried away by the 
demonstrations in his honor and ad- 
mitted that they were the most in- 
spiring he had ever witnessed. If 
the Itallan people now prefer Fiume 
to peace there has been a radical 
change in their attitude. Italy is 
as sick of war as the rest of Europe 
and the tendency to resent the ampbi- 
tions of politicians which lay the 
foundation for future trouble 10 
bound to be strong there. 

As for the claims that French 
sentiment toward Wilson has 
changed. It may be remarked that 
the things said in the towns and vil- 
lages to those who accompanied the 
President on his visits to the devas- 
tated regions indicated that among 
a certain element of the population 
at least, the desire for peace exceed- 
ed all else and that Wilson was still 
looked or. as the disinterested apostle 
of the people's rights against those 
of the politicians. 

There is no concealing the fact 
that those most concerned in ad- 
justing the world’s affairs are wor- 
ried over the Italian situation. At 
the same time they feel that a reason 
for optimism exists in the fact that 
there has been no break. Italy is 
still a full-fledged member of the 
Peace Conference. The situation is 
dangerous however, and the 
mists.are revelling in speculative

She exhibited a 
sealed certificate of marriage, which 
appeared to have been legally la- 
sued and filed by the County Clerk 

E Dallas county on March 5, 1913. 

he certificate showed that the li- 
dense was issued on February s and 
that the ceremony was performed 
by John R. Slack, minister of the 
gospel, on the same date. 

Previous to the alleged lezal mar- 
riage in 1913, Mrs. Vestal stated 
that she entered into a spiritual con- 
tract of matrimony with John L. 
Jackson, in March, 1906. She was 
with him in Los Angeles as his wife 
some time later, she said, but they 
parted shortly thereafter and have 
lived apart ever since.

ARIZONA TROOPS 
HOME FROM WAR 


Dates Back to 1891 
as National Guard. 


Unit Attached to Replacement

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 25. —The

The regiment dates back to 1891, 
following the passage by the Arizona 
Legislature of a definite militia act, 
though with very slight provision 
made for maintenance.

BAKERSFIELD, April 27.—Prep- 
arations are being made here for a 
rousing welcome to more than 100 
Kern county boys who are members 
of the Three Hundred and Sixty- 
fourth Infantfy, which has arrived 
at Camp Kearny and will be mus- 
tered out in a few days. 

Among the boys from Kern coun- 

ty who will soon be home is Sergt. 
Liston M. Powell, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. Powell, 2430 Chester avenue, 
Bakersfield. Powell was the first 
man to go over the top in the bat- 
tle of the Argonne, and his com- 
manding officer has sent the story 
of his brave deeds here to his proud 
mother, who awaits the hopecoming 
of her son. 
“He was the first man over the 
top in the battle of the Argonne. 
He killed the first German in that 
ant. and he, with a handful of 
' comrades, captured 200 Boches as 
| the first detachment of the Three 
N and Sixty-fourth went into 
, Scheppi. He is a fine, brave soldier 
and only afraid of one thing—con- 
versation. 

“When the hour for attack came 
and the command was given to 
storm the Hun trenches, Powell 
leaped out of a shell hole where we 
were dug in on a hill and hit the 
road before us all. A big Boche 
blocked his way and fired at him 
point blank. Powell dropped flat. 
and we, some distance in the rear, 
feared he had been hit. But a mo- 
ment later the Hun leaped in the 
air and fell dead. Powell then 
joined a few_of his companions who 
pressed forward and by dint of sheer 
courage captured almost a company 
of the enemy before the battle was 
an hour old. How many this small 
detachment killed we have no way 
of knowing, but of one thine we are

WHITE A REAL HERO. 


When a soldier's comrades 
to one of their number as bens 
real hero their classification must be 
accepted at full value, Sergt. Hugh 
White of Bakersfield enjoys the dis- 
tinetion of being a hero in the eyes 
of the members of his squad while 
they were fighting at the Argonne. 
White won the hearts of his men 
and officers, together with the dis- 
tinguished service cross, for fight- 
ing by day and rustling food for his 
men under cover of darkness. 

To ‘appreciate the conditions 


ie must be understood that the front 
lines were far in advance of supplies, 
and that communication with the 
back areas was impossible. The rain 
and cold made life hard, but the 
absence of food, and particularly 
steaming hot coffee, caused them to 
remark that Sherman knew al! about 
war horrors. White felt a certain 
responsibility for every mother's son 
associated directly with him, and 
evety evening. after a ghastly day 
of fighting. he would volunteer to 
rustle grub. “Was he a Weecess in 
his search for food?“ queried a by- 
stander of a veteran doughboy of 
twenty summers. “I'll say he was,” 

came back the reply. “He never 
went out after chow without bring- 
ing it back. Why, that bird faced 
death a thousand times every night, 
iand an equal number of times dur- 
ing the day, but he always came 
back loaded. to the siderails with 
5 Sats, and we never asked him where 
he got it.” 


WENT FOR HOT COFFEE. 


Comrades of White like to tell of 
the time when they were so close 
to the German lines while the bat- 
tle of the Arzonne was in 
that they were unable to light a 
fire because the instant the Huns 
saw a puff of smoke they centered 
their machine guns on it. On the 
fifth day of this battle, when the 
rain was pouring and they were 
chilled to the bone, White decided 
the time had come when his men 
must have coffee, and it remained 
for the intrepid soldier to disregard 
all rules of the war game and >ro- 
vide. for his men. 

To think was to act with the 
sergeant, so he went into an old 
German dugout and started a fire. 
About ten other fellows gathered 
around. The coffee was steaming 
fine, was almost ready to serve, in 
fact, when the Yritzies got a line 
on the place and started to drop 
shells around it.

Ocean Park Man Shoots Her 
in Bathroom. 


He Then Refuses Medical Aid, 
Food and Water. 


Kills Self When He Believed

OCEAN PARK, April 27.—After 
holding Miss Theresa Hoover pris- 
oner since last Thursday, denying 
her medical attention for a wound 
he inflicted by firing a shot through 
a bathroom door and refusing to 
give her food or water, Louls P. 
Ramsey this afternoon committed 
suicide by shooting himself through 
the head at the home of Miss M. B. 
Coles on Montview avenue. 

According to information ob- 
tained by the police, Ramsey had 
been stopping at the Coles apart- 
ments for some time. Thursday, 
when he appeared at the place he 
was unable to find Miss Coles and, 
finding the bathroom door locked, 
concluded that she had gone inn * 
there to “hide out from him. In 
state of rage Ramsey whipped out 
his gun and fired through the door, 
the bullet penetrating Miss Hoov- 
ers right breast. Miss Hoover was 
a hedusekeeper for Miss Coles.

[BY r. CORRESPONDENCE. | 
SALT LAKE CITY, Apiil 26.— 


The complete war record of every 
Utahan who served in the army, 
navy or Marine Corps from the 


time of enlistment or induction by 
Partment of war history of the 
State. The department of war his- 
tory is an outgrowth of the State 
Council of Defense; which some con-

If this practice is 
followed there promises to be a 
large amount cf prospecting work 
done in localities that are far re- 
moved from the existing producing 
oll flelés.

Such scandals will recur with appalling fre- 
quency so long as nominations are made 
and campaigns and elections carried on un- 
der the costly and cumbersome system 
which designing politicians have fastened 
upon this State.
